Jesus 
has  given  the  proper  methods  ol  church  ex- 
ten  si  on.  t 

When  love  and  hatefulness  collide  in  the 
souls  of  men  without  a knowledge  orthe  way 
to  eternal  life  through  the  atoni  Vg^fficicy  of 
Jesus,  we  have  example-  of  the  mast  destruc- 
tive violence.  Suci  have  driven  men  to  ut- 
ter maduess,  to  insanity,  to  the  monasteries, 
to  submit  to  severe  b.-dily  suffering.  <to  a’  so 
lute  solitude  and  so  far  as  self-destruction. 

But,  sad  to  refl  ct,  that  destructive  vio- 
lence has  come  from  the  Facing  of  the  blind, 
as  was  the  ca-e  with  the  R>man  Hierarchy, 
that  endeavored  to  force  all  mankind  to  adopt 
her  gross  errors  in  regard  to  salvjtion.  She 
instituted  the  Inquisition  and  resorted  to 
martyrdom  and  enrolled  her  victims  up  to  the 
enormous  sum  of  five  millions  of  souls  which, 
in  many  instances,  men  and  women  were  ex- 
posed before  crowds  of  mocking  and  jeering 
men  in  ways  that  are  indecent  to  relate,  and 
perished  after  much  suffering. 

All  this  comes  from  the  fact  that,  ’‘Because 
the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God;  for 
it  is  not  subject  *o  the  law  of  God,  neither  in- 
deed can  be.”  Knn.  8:7.  “Can  the  Ethio- 
pian ch  mge  his  skin,  or  the  leopird  his 
spots?  then  may  ye  do  good,  that  are  ac- 
customed to  do  evil.”  Jer.  13:23]  In<s- 
nmch  as  we  canuot  change  the  carnal  into  a 
spiritual  mind,  nor  the  Ethiopian  his  skin,  or 
the  leopard  his  spots;  we  must  look  to  a 
higher  power  for  assistance  when  the  hateful- 
ness  of  sin  and  the  hardness  of  onr  hearts 
bring  convictions  of  guilt  belore  Gj>d.  “Krooji 
the  cud  of  the  earth  will  I cry  finto  thee, 
when  my  heart  is  overwhelmed;  lead  me  to  a 
rock  that  is  higher  than  I.”  * * * “he  that

Some  View*  on  Rtligicn 

There  is,  to  some  extent,  a parallelism  be 
tween  electricity  and  religion.  They  are 
both  abstract  nouns,  subtle  fluids,  universal; 
and,  in  a latent  state  are  imperceptible.  But  in 
an  active  state  they  manifest  themselves  in 
the  mildest  and  also  in  the  most  pow  rful 
demonstrations.  We  ate  all  familiar  with 
the  power  of  electricity  in  the  stoim,  and  as 
a propelling  and  illuminating  energy. 

God  is  love;  so  is  religion.  Love  is  the 
governing  power  that  brings  the  soul  n*ar 
the  throne  of  grace;  it  is  the  power  that  in- 
vests all  auimals,  from  the  ins.-ct  to  man; 
that  self-preservation  is  the  first  law  of  natuit 
— Love  of  self,  of  home  and  of  countiy. 

Love,  like  elictricity,  has  its  negative  pole, 
hateful  ness;  and  when  the  poles  meet  ive 
have  the  most  destructive  violence.  Man 
will  fight  for  that  which  he  lovrs  and  fight 
against  that  which  he  hates.  This  is  attested 
by  the  many  murders  and  wars  which  have 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  hundreds  of  millions 
ot  human  lives. 

Again,  electricity  is  ..cumulative,  as  the 
state  electricity  in  the  leyden  j »r.  So  love 
is  accumulative  in  the  soul  by  association 
with  the  object  desired  to  be  loved,  hence  we 
have  courtship  among  the  sexes.

On  April  p’h.  I in  company  with  Mr.  Ste- 
vens of  the  London  Mission  started  to  Tsung-

ton. We  went  by  boat.  The  boat  is  seven 
feet  wide  and  about  forty  feet  long,  and  high 
enough  in  the  center  for  us  to  sit  stragbt  in 
a very  low  chair.  The  covering  is  of  bamboo 
aud  shaped  like  a wagon  c >ver.  It  took  us 
four  days  and  a half  to  make  the  trip,,  and 
cost  us  four  dollars  for  ourselves  and  two  serv- 
ants.
